In the Post 
Oftice Department we have the only absolutely owned and con- 
trolled government enterprize and we hardly think that anybody 
would point to it as an object lesson in what government owner- 
ship Will do. In the old days it was bad enough; back in the 
day when postmasters changed with presiients and political 
prowess was the only qualification for office, but m these dajt 
o£ the Civil Service we see no improvement. Now the postmas- 
ter says he is powerless to remove the inefficient or unacc ivno- 
dating clerk. Under these conditions Civil Service is a mights 
Ifood thing for the employee but it is awful rough on the pati-on. 
Let Mr. Burleson prove his fitness for his present job before tinn- 
ing over to him such a vital necessity as the telegraph 


COST OF THE LIBERTY LOANS 


Most people will be astonished at the small cost of floating 


the country's three great war-bond issues. According to the ol- 
ihsial report of the Treasury Department, the total expense oi i>!l 
the Liberty Loan campaigns up to June 30 was $2,709,480.30, of 
which $1,246,650.31 was incurred by the various Federal Reserve 
Banks. The sum of $176,157 was spent for publicity, $38,414 
for posters and stickers, $21,777 tor buttons, and other items 
include salaries, travelling expenses, rentals, postage, etc. It COSL 
$744,559 to engrave and print the bonds, and paper used cost 
9171J820. 


The total expenditure, indeed, was no greater that that in- 


volved in floating a railroad or corporation bond issue a hundredth 
part as large. It shows an economy in public finance in ma' keel 
contrast with the laxer methods of bond-selling in the Civil War 
Afld though the amount is charged against the bonds, it repre- 
sents something more than the premium paid to mane the Liberty 
LoattQ a success. It has served to finance three national cam- 
paigns of education in patriotism, it has inculcated thrift, and 
it hltr taught all the American people a valuable lesson in the 
principles of investment and in security value which was pievi- 
ously known to only a small number. 


Certainly, the price paid to establish the Government's war 


credit has been an insignificant one in view of the remarkable 
returns.
